Every male person in Contra 
Costa 21 years of age, regardless 
ef his nationality or citizenship 
status (even if he be German or 
Austrian), must register this com- 
ing Wednesday, June 5, in the dis 
trict in which he resides. This in- 
cludes every man who has reach- 
ed the age of 21 since June 5 of | - 
last year, or will be 21 on or be 
fore, next Wednesday, 

The only exceptions are officers 
and enlisted men of the regular 
ariny, navy or marine corps or of 
the National Guard or naval militia 
while in Federal service, and offi- 
cers of the officers’ reserve corps 
while in active service. Both medi- 
cal and theological students must 
register, 

Hours for registering Wednesday 

ewill be between 7 a. m. and 9 p. m. 
Invalide and persons {Il on Wea- 
nesday, June 5, must send some 
person to their proper local. board’s 
registration’ place to secure a regis- 
tration card and be deputized to 
register the person at his home. 

Persons who will be absent from 
the county on next Wednesday must 
Secure a registration card at once 
from the local board, wherever they 
happen to be, and mail it, filled out 
and certified, so as to reach their 
Own local board by next Wednesday. 
They must enclose a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope for return of the 
registration certificate,

sure that the registrar secures their 
names correctly in their Anglicized 
forms.
